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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Japan on May 21, 2003, It is noted, however, that appUcant has not filed a certified copy 
of the Japanese application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of tliis title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shaw (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,575,606) in view of JP 62-145898, Shaw teaches a lamp unit for an image projector 
comprising lamp body 10 comprising a lamp bulb and a reflector; a lamp box 30 being 
provided to hold the lamp body; and a cable, 12 comprising a connector at an end thereof, for 
supplying electric power to the lamp body col. 2, lines 51-52. The applicant is directed to 
review figures 2-5. Shaw does not teach wherein the lamp box comprises two posts placed 
therein with a small space therebetween, and the cable is fixed by being inserted into the space 
between the two posts and by being wound around the two posts. JP 62-145898 teaches 
comprises two posts 3 4 5 placed therein with a small space therebetween, and the cable is fixed 
by being inserted into the space between the two posts and by being wound around the two posts. 
Also shown is a cover member 8 and cable insertion opening 9. The applicant is directed to 
review figure 5. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
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invention was made to utilize the features taught by JP 62-145898 for the purpose of preventing 
inadvertent movement of the cord. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
